To which We anſwered, Thar if their de- 
fires Were onely the enjoying of thei Religion and Li- 
berties according to the EcclefiaSbicall and Civill Lawes 
of Our Kingdome of Scutland, We do net onely agree to 
the ſame, but ſhall alwayes prote&t them to the utter- 
moſt of Our power.

the Earle of Kinnoull Our Juſtice Gene- 
rall, Sir lames Hamilton, Counſellors of that 
Our Kingdome, and diverle others Our 
good Subjects there ; which gave Us juſt 
caule to ſulpe&ct, that there could be no fate- 
ty for Our Perſon, among people inraged fo 
immediately after Our clemency ſhewed 
tothem inthe Pacification. 

Bur one of the greateſt diſcouragements 
We had from going thither, was the refu- 
{ing of ſuch Lords and others of that Naci- 
on whom We lent for, to come to Us to 
Berwick, by which diſobedience they ma- 
nite{tly diſcovered their diſtruſt of Us : and 


it cannot be thought reaſonable , that We 


ſhould truſt Our Perſon with thole that di- 
ſtruſted Us, atrer ſo many arguments and al- 
ſurances of Our goodnefſe towards them.

Sixthly, Whereas all Fortifications were 
to be remitted to Our pleaſure to be demo- 
liſhed or continued, and We having given 
commandement for the demoliſhing of 
them all raiſed and built without Our 
warrant; no obedience is givento the fame, 
bur they are (hl Sk to the tolterin 
of {edition among Our Subjects, and the 
diſturbance of the peace of that Our King- 
dome. 

Seventhly , Whereas all Our god Sub- 
jects ſhould have their libenies and goods 
reſtored to them , yer luch is the violence 
and furie of the people, animated thereunto 
by the {aid Proteſtation , ſcandalous papers 
ſpred, and {editious Sermons preached , as 
many of Our {aid Subjects are deterred 
from going to their ovwne dwelling and 
places of aboad, and threatrned withthe 
lofle of their lives, in cale they ſhall repaire 
to their ovyn houles.

grant a free Generall Aſſembly, tor ſerling 
and compoling the diviſions cunningly rai- 
ſed and fomented in the Church of that 
Our Kingdome, expeCting a faire choice of 
the Commilsioners, and fuch as might 
ſtand with the reſpect due to Our authori- 
tie, they did labour to pervert Our Subjects 
by anticipating their voices, in making 
them ſweare to, and ſubſcribe the acts of 
the pretended Aſſembly at Glalgow , and 
making choiſe of ſuch Commilſs1oners(and 
no others) as adhered thereunto, and by 
Oath were bound to maintaine the ſame, 
and further , deterred others, whom We 
by Our Warrant did lawfully call to the 
next Aſſembly , from repairing thereunto, 
threatning them with c lofle of their 
lives, and what vorle may be committed 
againſt cheir perſons , in manifeſt contempt 
of Our authority, and derogation trom the 
treedome of the ſaid aſſembly. 

Tenthly, To divert all Our good Subjects 
from their due obedience to Us, and to de- 
bauch them to their fa&tious mutinies and 


diſorders * they brand all ſuch as adhere to

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Us, and have attended Qur perſon, with the 
vile aiperſion of Traitors to God and their 
Countrey , threatning to proceed againſt 
them with cenſures accordingly, as though 
the due reſpect given by them ro Us, and 
their adhering to Us, and their afsiſting Us 
intheir perſons , were Treaſon : whereas 
by right ofthat Our Crown, and the Acts of 
Parliament of that Our Kingdome, all Our 
Subjects are to riſe with Us, and to aſsiſt Us 
with their bodies and goods, and whoſo- 
ever refuſes , or riſes in Armes or rebellion 


againſt Us, or commus any act of Hoſtiliry 


againſt Our Sacred Perlon., are declared 


Traitors, and are to'incurre the paine of 
High Treaſon. 

Laſtly, Their diſobedience appeares in 
that unparalleld contempt of Our Royall 
authority, and ſhaking off all reſpect due to 
Sacred Majeſtie, by their proteſting thar all 
members of the Colledge of Juſtice, and all 
Our Lieges vere not to attend the Seſsion, 
and that all Acts, Decrees, and Sentences 
therein paſt againſt any of them , ſhall be 
nul, void and ineffectuall,contrary to Our ex- 


preſſe warrant forthe downeliting there- 
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of, and to the heavie dammage of Our 
good Jules? who were thereby fruſtra- 
red of Juſtice, taking by this meanes Our 
Royall Power our of Our hand , which a- 
lone belongeth to Us, none but Our lelte 
being ro command Our Subjects to attend 
the Selsion,or to diſcharge their attendance, 
as We in Our Princely vv {dome and juſtice 
{hall chink fit. © 

Having laid theſe infolent and feditious 
;oundarions for a Parliament, #« could nor 
in realon be expected bur the ſtructure to 
be railed thereupon muſt be full of diſorder 
and confufion, and ingeed it prooved all of 
a piece, forin all che progreſe of the Par- 
liament their actions and demands were 
full of undutifulneſle and difloyaltie, deny- 
ingro Us the moſt efſenriall , and inherent 
prerogatives of Our Crow ne, and ſtrivin 
by all meanes to change and aker the Con- 
ſtiturions of the Parliament , and frame of 
Government, as appeares by their firſt Ac, 
at and afrer the chufing of the Lords of the 
Articles, where, in a moſt inſolent and pe- 
rem prory way, they proteſted, that nothing 
done, orto be done in Parliament ſhould 


be 
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be valid, except tne forme of eleCting the 
Articles heretofore oblerved were altered, 
every Eſtare allowed to choole their owne 
Articles, contrary to the forme kept in for- 
mer Parliaments for many yeares , as will 
cleerely be evinced by the Records, and 
will be made appeare by perſons of al! qua- 
lities yet living , who alsifted arthe Parlia- 
ments, and were members of the ſame, in 
the Yeare 1612. and 1609. and contrary to 
the proviſions and conditions mentioned 
in the AC, 1587. 

By their Act likewiſe concerning the de- 
fining of the power ofthe ſaid Articles they 
preſſe tocally ro ſubvert the frame and po- 
wer therof. The Articles have been,as is ac- 
knowledged by themlelvs,ever fince K.Da- 
vid Bruce bis time,vvhich is abour 300.years, 
and by the Lords of the Articles all buſine\- 
ſes are prepared, and from them brought to 
the Parliament , as appeares by divers Acts 
of Parlament, and particularly by the 
fourth Parliament of K. Iames 6. Cap. 218. 
in which for e{chewing of contufion and 
impertinent motions, all Propolttons to be 
made 1n Parliament are to be delivered to 
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the Clerk Regiſter and by him preſented to 
the Lords of the Articles, that all frivolous 
and improper motions may be rejected, 
which ancient Conſtitutions they would 
ſubvert by the aforclaid Act. 

So by the Act concerning the Conftituti- 
on of the Parliament in time to come, they 
urge , and thereby ſtrive rotally ro alterthe 
frame of the Parliament, and ro confound 
and take away the third Eſtate , wherein 
the Civill power of Kings is ſo much: con- 
cerned, as Our Father, and all His Predeceſ\- 
ſours in former Parliaments , both in time 
of Popery, and fince the reformation of Re- 
ligion, have beene moſt caretull ro preſerve 
and maintaine the Dignity, Honour , and 
Priviledges of the third Eſtate , as appeares 
in Anno 1560, when all Church-Juriſdition 
inthe perſons of Biſhops, is alledged to be 
aboliſhed : and in Ammo 1587. when all the 
Temporalties of Benefices were annexed 
ro the Crowne , the Clergy retained ſtill 
their Vote in Parliament, and repreſented 
the third Eſtate , 'and the Civill power and 
priviledges of the Church were ſtill preſer- 
ved, and againe ratified, as appcares by the 
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firſt Parliament of K. James 6. Cap. 24.and 
by diverle Acts of Parliament, Amo 1587. 
1597. & 1609. By all which, and diverſe 0- 
ther Acts of Pumas it does cleerely ap- 
peare, how much the Kings Our Predecel- 
lorshave conceived their Civill Power;and 
the Honour of their Crowne to be concer- 
nedin the maintaining and upholding of 
the Honour, Dignity and Priviledges of the 
three Eſtates. Nay, by a-ſpeciall A made 
inthetime of K. ] ame $6. Parliament 8, 
Cap. 130. it is declared Treaſon, to impugne 
the authority of the Parliament, and three 
Eſtates, or to procure the 1 innovation of the 
povver and authority , of the ſame three 
Eſtates, or any of them : and We would 
willingly know, how they, or any of them, 
can deny , but that they have {ought the 
breach of this Act and jo are guilty of Trea- 
ton, and liable to the puniſhmene thereof. 
Concerning the Act which they call Re- 
ſciſlory, they donot onely thereby ſecke to 
take away the third Eſtate , which is Trea- 
ſon, as aforelaid, but to annull many other 
Ads, formerly made in favour of thc 


Cray ne; and farther to barre Us,in a man- 
ner

nertorally, from Aſſembly, or Aſſembly bu- 
fineſſe, and cut Us oft from all thoſe porx- 
ers in Civill affaires , which in the Court of 
that Kingdome, are in conſequence hereup- 
on; by which itis evident, hovv farre they 
would trench upon Regall power, and 
how different it is from their promiſe, 
which was, to defire nothing that is not 
warranted by Law. 

For the Act of Oblivion, inthe narrative 
and whole ſtreyne of it, as it is formed, and 
defired by them to be paſt in Parliament, 
they lecke to juſtifie themſelves in all their 
procecdings, and inſtead of an Act of Objli- 
vion, for which they petitioned Us ar the 
Campe, they urge an A which amounts 
tro a Juſtihcation to be recorded in the 
Bookes of Parliament, altogether contrary 
rothe nature of an Act of Oblivion, and to 
that vwwhich ever heretofore hath been deſt- 
red inlike calc, as appeares by the Ac of 
Oblivion 1n Anno 1563. 

And whereas by the Act of Pacification, 
reſtitution 1s ordained to be made to every 
one of Our good Subjects of their h1berties, 


lands, goods and meancs wharſocver, taken 
and 
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and derained from them by any meanes, 
ſince the aforeſaid time, this is not onely nor 
yet performed, but as appeares by the bind- 
ing part of this At, it is neverintended. 
And as by the aboveſaid at of Oblivion. ſo 
by theirA& of Reliefe they depart from thar

So 
by the At ic lelte, We are preſſed to juſtific 
and authoriſe all their Rebellions and Trea- 
ſans,, and to conſtraine the innocent and 


thole that have ſuffered moſt for -being 


faithfull and loyall to Us , to contribute to 
thoſe Rebellions and 'Freaſons, then which 
there can be nothing more Tyrannicall, nor 
contrary to Juſtice and Our Honour. 

Concerning their demands, alchough in 
all. cheir Pecirigns,,, Declarations and Re- 
monlſtrances, they profeſſe, that they will 
never-incroach upon Soveraigntie , nor di- 
miniſh Our Royall Authority, yet notwith- 
ſtanding by their, dematds, made.in Partia- 
ment, and the reaſons otthem givento Our 
ſelfe , they ſtrike at the very-ropte of Our 
Regall power..

: They proteſt likewile againlt the Prece- 
densic of Qur-Lord-/Treaturer,, and Lord 
Privie Seal, becaule as they alledge the ſame 
is not warranted by a poſttive Law. 

All which, though they are o eflenially 
belonging to Us as their King, that forthe 
molt part they an{werthemſelves; yer We 
have thought it notunfitto give the world 
this ſatisfaction concerning them. » | 

And firſt tor the Coine , Ir is a preroga- 
tive moſt peculiar to the Crovwne, and none 
can mecddle with it bur by Our conſent, 
withour incurring the puniſhment of High 
Treaſon, as it is in all Kingdomes. 

In the ſecond and third there lurketh a 
greatdeale of Malignity and Poyſon , and 
they are intended meerely againf the Eng- 

liſh, whom they would accompt ſtrangers, 
as appeares by the exception lately taken 
by hoſe of Edinburgh to thoſe Englith 
ſent by Us tothe Caſtles of Edinburghand 
E 2 Down- 
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Downebarton. * This 'is a moſt ' dange- 
rous and ſeditious practice , to raiſe againe 
the partition wall berweene the rwo. Na- 
tions, and rodividethem, thereby ro awva- 
ken thoſe ancient Nationall animoſities , 
which bave beehe moſt happily laid aſleep 
by che bleſſed union of therwo Crownes; 
And beſides, the great diſhonour to the 
Engliſh, that they ſhould not be held wor- 
thy. to. enjoy any dignities or priviledges in 
Scorland:, as well as the Scots doe in Eng- 
land: Ir js an injurie to themſelves , For it 
is moſt juſt, that by the ſame rule the Poſt- 
nati of Scotand ('wwho are nov admitted 
here to-all Dignities, Priviledges and Ofh- 
ces. and: doe enjoy them as freely as any 
Engliſh whatſoever ) ſhould: be likewile 
excliided from them, for which moſt 'of 
their Countreymen here would give them 
Intle thankes. Bur whar Religion there 
can be in ſhewing themſelves luch Incen- 

diaries, We'lcaye ittothe world to judge. 
Tothe fourth : Some of themſelves have 
abtained from Us the heritable Rights of 
Juſticiary , over a conſiderable part of that 
Our Kingdome , and why Our power 
bh ſhould 
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ſhould be more limitted to others thento 
them We underſtand not. 

Tothe fifth : No man that is not a Tray- 
tor can deny that the ſource and fountaine 
of all honour is in Us, and thar it is a prime 
branch of Our Crowne to diſtribute ho- 
nours , Dignities, and precedencies to 
whom We-pleale, and belides, the Chan- 
cellour of that Our Kingdome , holds his 
place and precedency without any warrant 
or 'politive law, but meerely from Our 
immediate and inherent power ; aud there- 
tore why not Our Treaſurer and Privie 
Seale, as well as He ? | 

They further boldly demand the reſcin- 
ding the Acts of Parliament concerning the 
Civill government, namely , the Act con- 
cerning the Judicatorie of the Exchequer, 
the Act concerning Proxies , the At con- 
cerning confirmation of Ward-lands, by 
which they would overthrow borh Our 
Government and Revenevv. 

When We found them thus pertinacioul- 
ly reſolved to perfiſt in chele meirinlolenc 
and unſufferable demands; contrary to all. 
Religion and Lawes, though they ſo much” 
E 3 Pre« 
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pretend them both, We ſignified Our plea- 


jure ro Our Commilstoner the Earle of 
Traquairto this purpole, That whexeas 
it did evidently appeare unto Us , thar the 
aime of divers of Our Subje&s was not 
now. for Religion, as they have alwayes 
pretended ( for it was manifeſt by the pro- 
ceeding of Our {aid Commilſsioner ; how 
willing We had beene to give fatisfaftion 
both in Aſſembly and Parliament , rouch- 
ing all{uch things as were promiſed by Us, 
or ſued for by.rhem under that name of Re- 
hgion) And that We did perceive by ma- 
ny new ſtrange Propofitions, that nothin 

would give them contenc bur the alteration 
of the whole frame of the Government of 
that Kingdome, and withall, the cotall over- 
throw of Royall Authority , We held it 
muſt now be Our care and endeavour to 
prevent that which did ſo neerely concerne 
Us in ſafery and Honour, and if thereupon 


we ſhould immediately command the diſ- 
ſolving of the Parliament, it were no more 
then juſtly might be expe&ed from Us. 
Neverthelefſe, ſuch was till Our tender- 
neſle of their preſervation , and of the eſta- 
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bliſhment of a perfect peace in that Qur 
native Kingdome, as We were pleaſed ra- 
ther. to prorogate the lame, and to. heare 
ſuch reaſons as they could give tor their de- 
mands. Wherfore We commanded Our 
ſaid Commilſkioner to prorogate the Parlia- 
ment untill the 2. ot June next enſuing, and 
that (ſince they had diſputed it ) by Our au- 
thoriry only; We holding it no way fir- 
ting, that any aſſent of theirs but obedience 
ſhould be had to that act, which: doth fo 
properly belong to Us as their King, and if 
they ſhould preſume to proteſt, {ir ſtill, and — 
diſobey this, our Royall command, , Our 
turther will and pleaſure was, that Our faid 
Commilsioner ſhould diſcharge their: fo 
doing under paine of Treaton. Buvin caſe of 
their obedience and diflolving according to 
Our command, then We did require Our 
ſaid Commilsioner to declare nntothem , 
that We would not. only admit to Our pre- 
lence ſuch as they ſhould ſend unto Us to 
repreſent their deſires, - and the realons.of 
them, but yvould hkewiſe, as We were al- 
ways ready.ro do, puncually perform whac- 
loever We did promiſe. Inthe interim We 
com- 
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commanded himſelfe with all convenient 
ſpecd to repaire hither, and to bring with 
him all that had paſled,or had been deman- 
ded both in Aſſembly and Parliament, that 
ſo we might not only be more py 
inform'd of all proceedings, bur likewiſe 
conſult with him and thoſe of our Councel, 
whart courle would be beſt for the preſerva- 
tion of Our honour, and the happy accom- 
modation of this buſines. 

This Our command being ſignified to 
the Parliament by Our Commilsioner, was 
not aſlented unto without a Proteſtation, 
whichthey call a Declaration of the Parlia- 
ment to this purpoſe. Thar Whereas John 
Earle of Traquair His Majefties CommiſSioner, 
honoured with a moſt ample Commiſsion, according * 
to Fdis Majeſties Royall word having cloſed the 4/- 
fſembly, and ſitting in Parliament with them a very 
long time for debating and preparing ſuch Articles 
«5 were tobe repreſented in face of Parliament , 
did now take upon him , and that without the con- 
ſent of the Eſt ates and without any offence on their 
part whohave endeavoured in all their proceedings 

to witnes their loyalty to the King ,and duty to His 
Grace,as repreſenting His Majeſties ſacred perſon 
| fo 
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to prorogate the Parkament upm a private Warrant 
procured by ſiniſter information againſt Fu Maje- 
ſties publicke Patent under the Great Seale, &xc. 
Whereby hee heavily sffends all His Majeſties g 200d 
Subjefts , and endangers the peace of the whole 
kingdome,for Which he muit be lyable to Fs Maye- 
ſties auimadverſion, and to the cenſure of the Parli- 
ament , this being a new and unuſual! way , without 
preſt dent in this Kingdome, contrary to Flu Maje- 
tes honour ſo farre engaged for preſent ratifyins 
the Atts of the Kirks , contrary to the lawes, liber- 
ties, and perpetuall praftice of the Kingdome , by 
hich all continuations of Parliament once called, 
convened, and begun to fit , have ever been made 
With expreſſe conſent of the Eſtates, as may be ſeen 
im the Retgnes of ſundry Princes, exc. Therefore 1:2:6 
wee the Eſtates of Parliament, &xc. are conſtrained 1;; 
in this extremitie to manife and declare, Exc. that = ww 
as Wee have not given the leaſt cauſe or ſmalleſ? Jac. 
occaſion of this unexpetted, or unexemplified Proxo- © © 
gation ; ſo wee judge and know the ſame to be cons 
trary to the conſtitution and pratiices of all prece- 
ding Parliaments , contrary tv the liberties of this 
free and ancient Kimgdome , and very repugnant to 
His Majeſtz's Royall intentions, pronuſe, and gras 
cious expreſSions in the Articles of the late Pacifica

tion, WC. Hind 'wee doe frrther declare, that any 
Prorogation made by the Commuſvoners Grace alone, 
Without conſent of the Parliament, by himyelfe or any 
Commuſsioner in his name, under the (yarter Seale, 
or by the Lords of the Councell, Who have no power 
at all in matters of the Parliament during the ſit- 
ting thereof, ſhall be ineffe uall and of no force at 
all to binder the lawfull proceedings of the Subjefts, 
and the doers theredf to be cenſurable in Parliament. 
And further Wee declare, that the CommiſStoner bis * 
nommation of the Articles by himſelfe, bus callmg 
together thoſe Articles, and commandmg them to ſut 
continually and proceed, notwithſtandmg their daily 
Proteſtations to the contrary ; his keepmg frequent 
ſeſſions of Councell, and determmung cauſes m Coun-

| as 
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Parliament, Cc. and in expettation of His Maje- 
ſties gracious anſwer to theſe our humble Remon- 
franc es , ſome of each Eſtate having power from 
the whole bo.ly of the Parliament, remame ſtill bere 
at Edinburgh , to attend the returne of Fu Majes 
ſties gracious anſwey to our humble and juſt de- 
mo : and further to remonſtrate our bumble 
deſur es to Fu Majeſtie upon all occaſtans, that bere- 
by it may be made moſt manife eſt againſt all contras 
diftion, that it was never our intention to deny His 
Majeſtie any part of that -civill and temporall obe: 
dience Which is due to all Kmgs from their Subs 
Jefts, and from us to our dread Saveraigne after a 
more eſpecial manner , but meerly to preſerve our 
Relagion and Liberties of the K ingdome , Without 
Which Relagion cannot continue long m ſafety : And 
if it ſhall happen (wbich God fabid) that. after 
wee have made our Remonſtrances, and to the utters 
moſt of our power and duty uſed all lawfull meanes

tation, that we are —_— to take ſuch courſe as

This Declaration was produced and read in the 
outer houſe of Parliament, upon Decemb.18.1639. 
according Whereunto the Nobility nominated and 
appointed the Earles of Lothian, and Dalhouſe, the 
Lords Yeſter, Balmerino, ( ranſton, and Naper : 
The Barons nominated the Commuſ$imers of the 
three, Lothians ,Fife and Tweddell : The Burroughes 
nominated the CommuſStners of Edinburgh , Lin- 
litheow, Sterline, Hadington, Dunbarre, to attend 
at Edinburgh the returne of His Majeſties gracious 
anſwer to their bumble Remonſtrances. | 


In this Proteſtation or Declaration,though 
there be a ſpecious ſhew, and ſundry protel- 
ſions of obedience to Us, yer it is evident 
they have. wounded Our Authority in the 
perſon of the Earle of Traquair Our, Com- 


milsioner, who did: nothing in that Proro- 


gation but by Our ſpeciall commandement ; 
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and therefore for that they cannot cenſure 
Him, without reflection upon Us ; And be- 
ſides, it is politively affirmed, that any Praro- 
oatrow mace by the CommiſSioner alone , without con- 
fent of the Parliament, ſhall be ll, and of 
no force, which neceſlarily  - Wee 
have no power to prorogue , whereas the 
contrary is malt manifeſt eruth. And though 
upon Our command there was aſhevy of 
Prorogartion, yet they continued part of their 
Body at Edinburgh, upon pretence of recei- 
ving Our anſwer to their Remonſtrance; 
which, if it ſhall not be to their liking, they 
conclude with a menacing Proteltation, that 
& ſhall be no imputation to them if they be con- 
ſtrained to take ſuch courſe as may beſt ſecure the 
Kivke and Kingdome from the extremity of confu- 
ſion and miſery, having firſt taken God and 
Men to witneſle, that they will be free of all out- 
raves and nſolencier that may bee committed m the 
meane time, then which nothing can be more 

' boldly andinfolently ſpoken. 

aber this, theſe divided: members of that 
diſtrached Parkamentary Body remaining 
thus at Edinburgh, did'ſend:-the Earle of 
Dumfermlin , and the: Lord Lowdon, as 


their 
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their Depuries, co make their Remonſtrance 
ro Us ; bur becaule We underſtood, that they 
came without warrant or licence from Qur 
Commilsioner,and had nor acquainted Him 
with what they were to propound unto Us, 
We held this like the reſt, a great and infuffe- |, 
rable difobedieace , and would not admir 
them to Our preſence comming in this man- 
ner; and ſo commanded them to returne 
without hearing them. 

Then Our Commilsioner came hither, 
and made a report to Us of the ſtare of Our 
affaires there, with which We thought fit to 
acquaint the Lords of Our Councell of Eng- 
land, as alfo with this carriage of the Parlia- 
ment in Scotland, and to adviſe with them 
what was to bee done for redrefle of theſe 
diſorders. Whereupon Wee commanded 
Our ſaid Commilsioner the Earle of Tra- 
quair, to make relation to the Boord of all 
their exorbitant demands, of which ſome 
accompt had been formerly given them by 
the Lord Marqueſſe Hamilcoun. Upon this 
Our command the Earle of Traquair made 
a large and exact repreſentation to the Boord 
of the moſt conſiderable maners propoſed 
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and agitated in Parliament, and of the inſo- 
lencie of their demands, and the Petitioners 
themlelves ſent from Scotland, have ſince 
their comming to. Us inſiſted upon all and 
every particular of Our ſaid Commilsioners 
relation, and in a moſt bold way offered to 
juſtihe chem all, by which they have more 
then juſtified the report of the ſaid Earle of 
Traquair: Whereupon We were turther plea- 
ſed to acquaint the Lords, that they had Iate- 
ly ſent Us a Petition, , waich carried ſome 
ſhevy of fubmilsion and humility, but was 
indeed nothing leſle, wherein they deſired, 
that ſome might be allowed to come from 
them to Us, to reprelent their affaires; which 
ro make Our Subjects of Scotland the more 
inexcuſable, Wee told the Lords Wee had 
granted, though Wee had little caule to, hope 
tor any govd from thoſe that had ſo much 

forgotten their duty and allegeance to-Us. 
When the Lords had heard the relation of 
Our Commilsioner , Wee thought fit upon 
the whole matter to put this: queſtion to 
them , Whether conſidering the inſolencie 
and height of theſe demands, even concern» 
mg civill obedience, it were not fit to reduce

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them to their dutie by force , raher then wo) 


give way to theſe demands , fo prejudiciall .- 
to Us in honour and ſafety. To this Wee 
commanded every one of. Qur Councell rg 
give his anſwer, and to declare his opinion 
by vote ; which was accordingly done, and 
they unanimouſly voted in the affirmartive : 
whereupon ſoone after We reſolved to call a | 
Parliament. 

After this,Our Subjeas in Scotland,accor- 
ding tothe anſwer We gave them upon their 
Petition, having ſent up hither foure Depu- 
ties, viz. the Earle of Dumfermlin,the Lord 
Lowdon , Sir William Douglas, and Maſter 
Berkeley, We were pleaſed ro admitthemto 
Our preſence, and to receive Petitions from 
them , which were after by Our dire&ion 
ſubſcribed by chem in one of which, they, 
in the name of the Aﬀembly convened ar 
Edinburgh , gave Us thankes for that Wee 
had made knowwne to them, that all niatters 
Eccleſiaſticall ſhould be determined in free 
nationall Aſſemblies , and matters Civill in 
Parliaments ; and deſired Our ratification of 
the Conſtitutions of the Afſembly in Parlia» 
ment : Andinthe other they Jefired to. bee 
—_— 1 G heard 
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heard before Us, and forme of: Our Councelt 
of 'both Kingdomes ; and that the report 
_— the Earle . of Fraquair to Our 
Councell here in England, might be delive- 
red them in writing under his hand , which 
was amolt inſolent demand. 

Immediately after this, W'ee thought fit to 
appoint a ſpeciall Commirtee of tome of 
Our Councell to heare them, and according - 
ly gave order to the Earle of Traquair to 
aſsigne them a day to come to that Com- 
mittee. They refuſed to come, alledging that 
they had order and inſtruftions totreat with 
none but Our Selfe : Whereupon Wee ap- 
_ Pointed them toatrend Us at the Commit. 

zee, though it were the day of Our appointed 
remove to. Hampton Court, at which time 
they didatrend Us accordingly. 

There the Lord Lowdon made a long 

h,the effect whereof was,a Proteſtation 
of the independencie of the Parliament of 
Scotland, and that it is ſubject to no other 
Judicatory, a profeſsion of their loyaltic and 
aff-&tion to Us, anda juſtification of their 
proceedings in the Aſſembly and Parlia- 
ment, as agrecable roche Atides of Pacifi- 
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caion.,. andtothe Lawes and PraQtices of 
that Kingdome ; and ther a deſire char 


. We would ratifie and confirme thole their 


proceedings, and to that purpole command 
that the Parliament might proceed freely for 
the determining of all the Articles delivered 
in tothem, andthe eſtabliſhing of Religion 
and Peace inthe Kinglomeandeakicd that 
whatſoever objections or informations 
{ſhould be made againſt their proceedings in 
Parliament , if they might receive thena in 
writing, they would make an{wer to 
them. 

This diſcourſe ended , Wee demanded 
what power and commiſsion they had to 
give Us ſatisfattion, and to oblige thole 
trom whom they came , (ceing it they had 
none, Wee ſhould heare them upon great 
diladvantage , they expe&ing fatisfactuon 
from Us, who have power to give it, bur 
they none to render the liketo Us. They an- 
{wrered, that which chey ſhould-propofe, be- 
ing agrecable to Law, they vvere confident 
would give Us fatisfa&tion. We asked who 
ſhould be Judge of char; They anſwered,the 
Lawes would be (o cleere, that there — 
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be no-need of a Fudge; and though We mii- 
ted much hereupon , they wonld give Us 
no other, ſatisfaction ; they ayowiag they » 
had powers, and would bring them toUs : , 
they were ordered to doe lo at the next 
meeting , and: ſo for that time were dif 
miſled. 

After Our returne from Hampton Court, 
they attended Us at the Commirree againe, 
where they produced Inſtruftions , figned 
by ſome Scottiſh Lords, and ethers, perſons 
of- no great eminencie ; which Inſtruions 
having been read , were judged by Us (all 
the Committee concurring in the ſame opi- 
nion)to be no commilsion,nor that they | ad 
any power or authority by them to give Us 
ſatisfaction, or to oblige thoſe, from whom 
they faid they came, to any thing that Wee 
ſhould yeecld to, er deiire. 

Wherefore We demanding whether the 
had = other powers, they laid they had a 
paper formerly ſubſcribed by ſome of the 

Lords in Parliament, by which the Earle of 
Dumfermlin and Lord Lowdon onely 
were authoriſed ro come and preſent therr 
zaſtificarion roUs , and they could for the 
| prelent. 
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ſent have no other, the Partament now 
not ſitting. Whereupon Wee adviſing ſeri- 
ouſly with the Committee vvhat were beſt 
to bee done in this weighty bulineſſe, and 
conſidering that if they ſhould bee dif- 
miſſed wihout further hearing , th 
would take occaſton to clamour : Ahough 
Wee held Our Selfe bound neither in 
Honour nor Juſtice to heare them any fur- 
ther, they having offered no foundation for 
an accommodation, nor having power to 
doe it; yet to the end that no colour of fini- 
ſer conſtruction might be left, and that Wee 
might juſtihe Our Selfe ro God and the 
World, that Wee have omitted nothing on 
Our part that might tend to peace, and to 
the ſettling of a -—_ intelligence betyveen 
Us and them, Wee did reſolve , that Wee 
would continue to heare them, and make 
Our objections to fuch particulars as had 
been propoſed in Parliament, and againſt 
which Wee had juſt ground of exception, 
that ſo it might appeare, whether they could 
ve Us that ſatisfa&tion which they promi- 
{ed and preſumed. 
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This Wee having declared to them, not 
one of thera made of the leaſt ſenſe of 
this Our grace and goodneſle fo expreſſed to 
chem , which the Lord Marqueſlte Hammil- 
roun obſerving, tooke occaſion of himſelfe 
ro ſay , that though hee were not of their 
companie, yer being a Scottiſhman, hee held 
himlelfe obliged ro acknowledge with all 
humility chis Our {ngular and Princely fa- 
vour to his Countrie , and belought Us to 
accept his moſt humble thankes for it. This 
drew them to do the like,and lo they preſen- 
cedrheir humble thanks to Us on their knees. 

Ar the next meeting of the Comtnittee, 
the ſaid Pericioners produced the. paper 
above-mentioned, ſubſcribed by ſome of the 
Lords remaining at Edinburgh, as aforelaid, 
by which the Earle of Dumfermlin and 
Lord Lowdon onely were heretofore aus 
thoriſed to come and preſent their juſtifica- 
tion to Us ; which paper being read , the 
whole Committee agreed that the Petitio- 
ners had no power þy this paper, no more 
then by the tormer,to give Us any ſatisfaQti- 
on, or to oblige thoſe from whom they 
came, 
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came, but onely to endeavour to juſtifie 
theraſelves, and che former proceedings of 
the Parliament. Of allthis Wee wereplea- 
ſed to give accompt to Our whole Councell 
of England , who unanimouſly concurred 
in opinion with the Committee , that the 
above-mentioned papers gave them no 
power atall. Nevertheleſſe Wee were con- 
rented, according to Our promiſe, to heare 
them ; and Wee did make objections to the 
molt exorbitant of their demands : but their 
anſwers were very impertinent, and rather 
juſtifications of them , then any way ſatiſ- 
factory : Which could not be otherwile, ſee- 
ing thoſe demands were for the moſt parr 
ſo contrary to Law and Monarchicall go. 
verament, that they did anſwer themſelves, 
as by Our anſwers to them, formerly ſer 
downe, more particularly may. appeare. 
Concerning Our promile of a tree Parkia- 
ment, no man of ordinary ſenſe can imagine 
Weever intended it ſhould be fo free,as nor 
to bee limited with their ovyne conditions, 
fubſcribed by the Lord Lowdon , which 
were t9-cnjoy theis Religion and Libertics, 
vlirgeli | according

according to the Eccleſiaſticall and Civill 
lawes - Fu Our Kingdome; and if they 
paſſechole bounds, as ir is evident = have 
done, We remaine diſ-obliged , unleſle they

* government, wichour controll, to wrelt the 
*cepter out of Our hand,co'rob Our Crown
